It has. generally been supposed that, from its 
northern situation, the great.Northwestern Ter- 
ritory is uninhabitable.:, But this is an error. 
From recent scientific observations it has been 
ascertainéd that the climate is much milder 
than the climate of more Southern latitudes 
on the Atlantic slopes. The country to which 
the Canadians most urgently claim access, liés 
between Lake Superior and the Rocky Moun- 
tains; running up to 55° North lat., and cov- 
ering some four . hundred. thousand square 
miles of land. Two-thirds are said to be 
prairie, well watered, and supplied with coal. 
The country, in fact, holds out unexpected 
inducements to the settler. To the far North, 
where a colder climate precludes cultivation, 
minerals are known: to abound,—while to the 
far West, a comparatively easy passage across 
the Rocky Mountains opens 2 routé to the Pa- 
cific. The profitswhich have hitherto accrued 
to the Hudson’s Bay Company from their ex- 
clusive privileges have induced them always to 
conceal.the advant that this vast ‘Territory 
offered to the settler. But the people of Can- 


ada are now wide awake. They feel that they. 


ate unjustly dealt with. - A motion, we are told, 
will be made in the approaching session of the: 
Provincial Legislature “to petition the Home| | ” 
‘Government to abolish the monopoly, s0 that 
all whi ehoose itisy compete with the Hudson's 
Bay Company in:the. Northwestern trade. If 
movement, is. carried out ‘successfully, We: 
witness, within a few years, a new region 
opened up and a flourishing trade established. 
If theclimate is all it ‘is represerited to be, 
emigration” will. follow 9s a matter of course. 
We do not see how the’ opponents of this mo- 
nopoly can fail, if they agitate the question 
with proper energy and spirit. But if they 
should fail, and, through the ignorance of Brit- 
ish officials or by the Company’s superior influ- 
ence, the appeal to ‘the Imperial Government 
is disregarded, we may expect. at.no distant 
day to see the authority of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. defied. within .its. own jusisdiction. 
The people of Canada, judging from the tone 
of their press, seem: determined to exercise 
their right to share in this trade—now held by 
a few individuals to the great injury of settlers 
«in the Territory and the detriment of the coun- 


try at large.

Cokcress.—In the Senate, yesterday, Mr. 
Sewarp introduced a bill to’ expedite tele- 
graphic communication for the use of Govern- 
ment ‘in its foreign intercopree. It‘has in view, 
of course, the extension of Government aid to 
the pending project for the. connection of the 
coasts of Newfoundland and Ireland by a sub- 
marine cable. ‘The provisions of the bill, which 
was referred to the Committee on Post-Offices, . 
will be found stated in the telegraphic report 
of the Congressional proceedings. The House 
bill for the payment of invalid and other pen- 
sions was passed. ‘The Towa election case was 
again considered, but no question was taken. 
A resolution was adopted calling on the Presi- 
dent for information relative tothe interference 
of the Venezuelan Government with American 
citizens gathering guano on the island of Aves, 
in the Caribbean ‘Sea, and whefher any meas-
